CHAPTER 1.

AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE MANAGEMENT AND GOVERN-
MENT OF COMMON SCHOOLS AND SCHOOL DISTRICTS,
REPEALING ALL GENERAL LAWS RELATIVE THERETO.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :
TITLE ONE.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS,

Seorion 1. Every school district in the state that has
been set off and established, under general laws or by ., . . ot
special charter, or which may be hereafter formed, set declared bodies
off or established, is hereby declared to be a body cor- “™™*
porate, to be known and designated by the name and
style of school district number in the county of

Provided, however, That such districts as have

adopted, or may- hereafter adopt any other name such
name may be prefixed to said title ¢ school district,” and
by such designation may coniract, and be contracted
with, sue and be sued, in any of the courts of this state
having competent juri?diction.

lic schools,” and admission to them shall be free and
without any charge to all persons between five and
twenty-one years of age, residing in the district. Pro-
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vided, however, That boards of trustees and boards of
education may suspend or expel pupils for insubordina-
tion, immorality or infectious disease.

School districts shall be, and they are hereby
Clamin o clasgified as follows : First, Common school districts, em-
sckool dimrcts, bracing all districts organized under title one of chapter
thirty-six of the general statutes of Minnesota, or that
may hereafter be organized under title one of this act;
Second, Independent school districts, embracing all dis-
triots o:}g;anized under title three of said chapter thirty-
gix, or that may hereafter be organized under title three of
this act, and their special school districls, embracing all
districts organized or that may hereafter be organized,
wholly or in part, under any speclal law of this state.

his knowledge and belief ; that said commissioners, having
given notice as provided in section eight, may change the
boundaries of the distriet in which said petitioner resides,
so 88 to set him off to somwe other district adjoining the
same, whenever it shall seem to them just and proper to
do so; Provided further, That the county commission-
ers of such organized counties as contain nominal school
districts, in which officers shall not be elected within one
year after their formation, or territory not embraced in
any school district, shall set off, and attach all such ter-
ritory to existing organized districts adjoining.

Sec. 10. The officers of each common school district
shall be a director, a treasurer and a clerk, who shall be
elected at the annual meeting, which shall be held on the
first Saturday in Qctober ot each year; and their term of
office shall commence on the twelfth day of the month in
which they are elected, and continue three years and
until theit successors are elected and qualified ; Provided,
That, ot the boards elected at the annual meeting in
October, eighteen hundred and seventy-two, the di-
rector shall hold his office one year; the treasurer
two years, and the clerk three years, and thereaf-
ter one trustee shall be elected annuallv. But when
a new distriet is formed, a meeting for organization
may be called Ly a notice stating the object of such
meeting, signed by three freeholders or householders re-
siding within the limits thereof, and posted in five con-
spicuous places in the district ten days before the time
fixed for holding such meeting, and such meeting so
called shall have the same power as snnual meetings;
Provided, That the board of trustees elected at such
megting shall hold their respective offices till the next
annual meeting ; and, of the officers elected by any dis-
trict at the first annual meeting after its organization, the
director shall hold his office one year, the treasurer two
years, and the clerk three years.

In case of any vacancy in the board of trustees the
vacant office shall be filled by the remaining members,
until the next annual meeting when the vacancies shall
be filled by election for the unexpired term.

scholars; and any two of such board may do any act
which the board as such are authorized to do.

Each member of the board of trustees shall
visit the school at least once in cach lerm, and give such Timseeto vidt
advice to the teachers as may be for the benefit of the comingyearses
achool, and said trustees shall submit tothe legal voters oo
of their district, attheir anriual meeting, an estimate of
the expenses of the district for the coming year, includ-
ing in their estimate a school for at least three months
and all things necessary for such school.

be construed to mean four weeks of five days each. They
ghall provida fuel for the achools of the district, if voters
of the district make no provision for fuel at their annual
meeting ; shall furnish all things necessary for the school
house during the time a school shall be taught therein ;
which shall be, at least, three months, in each school year,
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and such forther time as the district, by vote, may
direct.

the amount received by him of taxes assessed upon the
taxable property of the district durin%vl the year, the pur-
pose for which they were assessed, the amount assessed
for each purpose, which report shall be recorded by the
clerk; and if it appears that there is any balance in the
hands of the treasurer, he shall pay such balance to his-
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successor in office upon his filing his hond as prescribed
in section nineteen. The director and clerk shall examine
said report, and if correct, they shall endorse the same.

First.—The names of all persons, male and female,
designating the age of each respectively, between the
eges of five and twenty-one years, residing in his district
on the last day of September preceding the date of such
report, and if. his district be a joint one, composed of
territery lying in two or inore counties, he shall report to
each of the county superintendents of the counties in
which the parts of the territory are situated, the number
of gcholars only embraced in the county of each.

Second.—The number who have attended school within
the year,

Third.—The length of time a school has been taught
by a qualified teacher, and the amount of wages paid to
teachers within the year.

Fourth.—The amount received from the county treas-
urer within the year of money apportioned by the county
auditor.

Fifth.—The amounts received from the county treasurer
arising from district taxes collected, the purposes for which
such taxes were levied, the manner in which said sums
have been expended, the condition of schoolhouses and
grounds, the text books used, and such other facts as the
superintendent of public instruction may require.

Sizth.—An attested copy of his record of the proceed-
ings of the annual school meeting of his district, includ-
ing the names of newly elected trustees and the post
office address of them severally, which report shall be
verified by the oath of the clerk, whicl may be adminis-
tered by any officer anthorized to administer oaths, or by
the county superintendent, who-is hereby authorized to
administer the same in such cases.

Each order shall be dated and numbered, state the ser-
vice or consideration for which it was drawn, and the
person rendering such service or consideration, and shall
be recorded in a book kept by the clerk for that pur-
pose.

Provided, That any district in which the
above rate will not produce the sum of six hundred dol-
lars, may raise by a tax a sum not exceeding six hundred
dollars; provided the rate of such tax levy does not ex-
ceed twenty-five mills on the doliar on all taxable pro-
perty of the district.
8ixth.—To repeal or modify their proceedings from
time to time; provided the board of trustees may have

CHAPTER Il

AN ACT FOR THE REGULATION AND GOVERNMENT OF THE
STATE NORMAL SCHOOLS.

Be it enacted by the Legisiature of the State of Minnesota:

SeorioN 1. The normal schools heretofore established w,me eboss
to educate and prepare teachers for the common schools bow zamed.

Sxrc. 2. The governor of this state shall, on or before .
the first Friday in March, one thousand eight hundred and Btate aormal
seventy-three, nominate and appoint by and with the advice
and consent of the senute, six normal school directors, not
more than one of whom shall bo residents of the same
county, who, together with the state superintendent of
public instruction, shall constitute the state normal school
board. Three of the directors so appointed shall hold
their offices for two years, and the remaining three for four
years from the first day of June, one thousand eight hundred
and seventy-three. The terms of office of euch director so
appointed shall be designated by the governor on the last Direciam, tarm
Tuesday in February, one thousand eight hundred and sev-
enty-five,and biennially thereafter,the governor,by and with
the advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint three
directors to fill the vacancies occurring under the pro-
visions of this act, and each of whom shall hold his office
for four years from the first day of June next succeedin
his appointment.
